History  of  Green  Bank  High  School 

EDUCATION  IN  GREEN  BANK  HIGH  SCHOOL 

The  fus  school  in  the  vicinity  of  Green  Bank  was  established  in  1 780.  It  was  a  typical  pay  school  c 

In  1S20  to  meet  the  needs  of  a  growing  population,  the  citizens  established  a  school  on  the  John  A  C 
known  as  Cart  mill  Creek, 

After  the  churches  were  built,  the  session  rooms  of  the  church  became  the  schoolrooms.  The  past 
teacher  taught  in  these  rooms  lor  a  dollar  a  pupil  if  there  were  as  many  as  ten  scholars. 

The  first  free  school  in  Green  Bank  was  the  Academy,  established  in  1842.  Professor  Benjamin 
influenced  the  founding  of  the  school,  served  as  the  first  instructor.  The  school  was  a  pan  of  the 
the  county.  After  graduation  from  the  academy  and  attending  Institute  for  a  week,  a  student  cou 
teaching  position  by  passing  a  lest  given  and  prepared  by  the  County  Superintendent.

Green  BanJk  was  made  and  steam  was  installed.  In  1944  the  GHS  Band  was  organized  under  the  director \oit 
Margaret  Johnson.  In  1946  a  new  floor  was  laid  in  the  gym  and  a  new  heating  system  installed.  Pocahontas  c 
added  a  County  Music  Supervision  in  1948,  Miss  Dorothy  McNeel  served  as  supervisor.

The  first  principal 
was  W,  F.  Haught  of  Bristol,  W.  Va.t  with  Miss  Lucy  Meredith,  Margaret  Hunt,  and  Lillian  Moomau 
as  assistants. 

The  first  graduate  of  the  school  in  J 919  was  Grace  Curry,  who  hud  attended  Mailinton  for  three 
years.  In  the  year  of  1920,  thsre  were  five  graduates:  Virginia  Dare  Moomau,  Helen  Beard,  Berti 
Beard,  Lillian  Board.,  and  Lucille  Oliver,  In  1921  there  were  Un  graduates.*  fifteen  in  1922,  fourteen 
in  1923,  nineteen  in  1924,  and  so  on. 

NL  Phay  Taylor,  the  second  principal,  was  succeeded  by  T.  P.  Harwood,  who  served  nine  years  m 
principal.  Mr,  Harwood  was  replaced  in  1931  by  John  Roach  who  served  four  years.  In  1939,  Claud* 
A.  McMilliun  became  principal,  and  served  until  his  death  in  the  spring  of  1945.  when  Mack  Brooks 
Assistant  County  Superintendent,  served  until  the  end  of  the  term.
